“ I. THE PROBLEM of recom­ 
mending to City Council certain 
land or lands when the owners re ­ 
quest annex ation. 
“2. The p roblem of recom mend­ 
ing to City Council certain lands 
which would be geograp hically de­ 
sirable to bring into the corp orate 
limits of the city . 
“ 3. Engineering data to be ob­ 
tained and submitted to City Coun- 
» oil, relative to sanitary s e w e r , 
storm sewer and w ater ex tension 
facilities which could serve any an­ 
ticip ated annex ation of p rop erty . 
“ 4. Carefully p lanned zoning of 
annex ed land or lands relative to 
comm ercial, industrial and residen­ 
tial growth. 
“ 5. A table of standards to be 
adop ted for use in future subdivi­ 
sions relative to street, roadway s, 
curbing and gutters, utility ease­ 
ments, ingress and 
e g r e s s to 
adjoining 
p rop erties, 
and other 
p lanning 
which relates 
to 
such 
work. 
“ 6. Sources of financing s u c h 
p lanning and develop ment.” 
Adkins made it clear the plan­ 
ning g ro up is aware o f the need 
fo r rapid actio n to capitalize o n 
o ppo rtunities facing the city . He 
warned, ho wev er, that in o rder to 
plan co rrectly and in a manner 
that will distribute benefits, his 
g ro up must g uard ag ainst slip- 
stick speed. He said: 
“ It is believed every one in the 
city , regardless of occup ation, will 
benefit indirectly by a well-p lanned 
industrial, commercial and residen­ 
tial growth. And it is well known, 
also, that to p lan adequately f o r 
this ex p ansion, a g reat many fac­ 
tors will have to be considered and 
the solution of p roblems s o u g h t 
with the grea* 
* p ossible haste. 
“ However, jfs believed that too 
much haste would make waste and 
bad p lanning and, therefore, t h e 
commission desires to be up on sol- 


id ground before any such recom­ 
mendations are p resented to City 
Council.”

ADKINS MADE reference also to 
the urgent need of p ublic coop era­ 
tion behind the commission, t h e 
mem bers of which serve without 
p ay . 
“ It is believed by the members 
of the p lanning commission that the 
future is bright for the city of Cir­ 
cleville,” he said, “ and that 
the 
p ublic as a whole should coop erate 
in every way to p ave the way for 
the city ’s growth. The commission 
is willing to devote a great deal of 
time and effort to this task, and it 
asks for the sup p ort of all of the 
citizens in doing this job.” 
The new commission chairm an 
emp hasized the imp ortant need of 
established lines between the city ’s 
sp heres for industrial growth and 
those set aside for residential de­ 
velop ment. 
In this reg ard he p ointed out: 
“ The co mmissio n realizes that 
an 
industrial 
and 
residential 
g ro wth canno t co me to a co m mu- ! 
nity g eo g raphically in the same 
building area. This is no t o nly 
undesirable fro m an industrial 
po int o f v iew, but hig hly undesir­ 
able also as a po licy fo r residen­ 
tial dev elo pment. 
“ Financial 
institutions 
many 
times will not loan cap ital to de­ 
velop ers where the area fringes an 
industrial area. It is therefore de­ 
sirous to have this hazard elimi­ 
nated by adequate zoning to p ro­ 
tect develop ers of residential p rop ­ 
erties. It is believed that during 
the short time the zoning and p lan­ 
ning commission has been active 
that the value and p rotection of 


p rop erties has been enhanced be­ 
cause of its action.” 
Adkins also reminded local resi­ 
dents the p ublic’s attitude will be 
the guiding force behind accom­ 
p lishments of the p lanning organ­ 
ization.

“ IF THE CITIZENS of Circle 
Ville wish their city to grow and 
accep t new standards of p rotection

I “ then they should urge adequate 
p lanning to facilitate such growth. 
“ It is known

who frown up on building p ermits, 
certain

However, it is encouraging to know 
they are in the minority and that. 
by the attitude they hold, they are 
injuring only themselves. Such an 
attitude tends to create a p roblem 
which is detrimental not only to the 
interests of those who foster it but 
to every one else who lives in Cir­ 
cleville. 
“ The future of the city in t h e 
y ears to come will be p laced in the 
hands of our children, so let them 
inherit something to be p roud of 
and not a jumbled mass of mis­ 
takes caused by mistrust and sel­ 
fish interests!’

ONE OF THE MOST distinct changes in 
higher education in this century has been 
the droppng of the classics as a req uisite 


The Eisenhower Administration has not 
been in office long enough to have accom­ 
plished very much. Our people have be­ 
come so accustomed to sensations, to 
emergencies, to Presidents who project 
their personalities in staccato excitation, 
that a q uiter approach to public problems 
and the administration of the government 
gives the impression of inadeq uate per­ 
formance. 
Actually this Administration has been in 
office less than three months. It will take 
| at least another three months to take over. 
11 recall discussing this very q uestion with 
Homer Cummings, Roosevelt's first Attor- 
I ney General, late in 1933. At that time, 
| Democrats were complaining that Repub­ 
licans were still in office and it looked very 
much as though no Democrats would be 
appointed.

government. Ours is a mixed sy stem: the 
in Latin or Greek. 
So it was distinctly on the defensive that 
a group of teachers of the classics in New 
England schools, with some outside finan­ 
cial aid, q uestioned 94 college presidents, 
deans and executives as to their views of 
Latin as a secondary school subject, and 
published the results. From their stand­ 
point the inq uiry paid high dividends. 
Ten of those q uestioned did not answer, 
eight were neutral or evasive, but 76 were 
unq ualifiedly of the belief that a few y ears 
of Latin were of great help in college and 
after life. 
The consensus was that Latin in high 
and preparatory school gives the college 
student a strong mental discipline through 
its declensions and conjugations, the effect 
of which is greater understanding and 
adeptness in the use of English. Such an 
opinion might have been expected from in­ 
stitutions that have liberal arts courses. 
But here is Dean Thomas of California 
Institute of Technology holding that “Latin 
has a cultural value eq ual to or exceeding 
any other subject available to high school 
students.” It affords “ more facility and ac­ 
curacy in the use of English,” maintains 
/President Katharine McBride of Bry n 
I Mawr. 
Jf, as a Dartmouth survey finds, 8 5 per 
cent of English words are of Latin origin. 
a knowledge of Latin can greatly expand 
one’s vocabulary by mere recognition. Le­ 
gal, medical and scientific terminations 
are so largely Latin that they make its 
study important for those entering the pro­ 
fessions. Several college authorities assert­ 
ed that students who had a background of 
Latin made better progress than those 
without it. 
Evidently , therefore, the time is not y et 
to kiss Latin goodby e as a secondary 
school subject. There she still stands, sur­ 
passed, if at all, as a mental discipline 
only by her sister, mathematics.

ernment but all phases of American life; 
4. That the Administrations of Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Truman had been extrava­ 
gant, careless of the people’s money ; that 
the expenditures of government were too 
great and wasteful, and that taxes could 
be cut. On numerous occasions, General 
Eisenhower said that taxes could be cut; 
5. That the Marshall-Acheson conduct of 
the State Department was outrageous ^and 
had resulted in significant defeats for the 
United States, and that the Acheson crowd 
must be cleaned out of the Government be­ 
cause it consisted of wrong people, both 
morally and ideologically .

The top p rofessional athletes to­ 
day often have business brains as 
well as muscle, and when old fa­ 
ther time finall y forces them out 
of comp etition they

gracefully with a nice nest egg to 
start a fresh career. 
Ty p ical ol these new business- 
men-athletes is Otto G raham , 31- 
y ear-old star quarterback of the 
Cleveland Browns football team , 
who is vacationing here with his 
p retty wife, Beverly . 
Tossing touchdown p asses is 
O ttos sp ecialty (he has thrown 
more than 100 in his seven-y ear 
career as a p ro) and they net 
him about $20,000 a season.

Under Attorney 
General McGranery , action ag ainst 
Lattimore was irritated and is be­ 
ing continu ed. Nothing has be e n 
done abou t Dav ies. Indeed, General 
Walter Bedell Smith appeared be­ 
fore the Foreig n Relations Commit­ 
tee and testified in fav or of Dav ies, 
The appointment 
of Scott Mc­ 
Leod as Secu rity Officer of the 
State Department was looked u pon 
by Repu blicans in Cong ress as a 
step forward. When he declined to 
clear Bohlen. he was su perseded in 
this particu lar matter by the Sec­ 
retary of State, which has frig hten­ 
ed more Repu blican Senators than 
appear in the record.

“ Children look u p to u s — 
shou ld look ou t for them.” 
This was the adv ice g iv en es­ 
pecially to local parents Tu esday 
by Police Chief Elmer Merriman 
in su pport of the child safety pro­ 
g ram to be held du ring April. 
‘The 
knowledg e g ained from 
parental edu cational efforts daily 
au g ment their self-confidence and 
self-reliance,” Merriman said. “ It 
is the parents' oblig ation to see 
that their children are equ ipped to 
fend for themselv es in competition 
with the au tomobile driv er. It 
is 
their responsibility to teach them 
how to behav e safely and self-reli- 
antly in traffic when they walk. 
when they play and later w h e n 
they driv e the family car.” 
The Chief listed the following 
practices for parents to pu t into 
effect with their children: 
* * * 
(1) PRACTICE and talk safety 
at home and in traffic u ntil safety 
becomes second natu re with t h e 
child. 
(2) Absolu tely forbid play ing in 
u nsafe places. Where safe play 
places do not ex ist, parents shou ld 
ex ert indiv idu al and civ ic pressu re 
to hav e safe play areas prov ided. 
(3) Su pport the schools and the 
police in their efforts to promote 
child traffic safety . 
(4) Nev er permit children to u se 
skates, wag ons, or bicy cles withou t 
su perv ision u ntil they hav e demon­ 
strated their ability to u se su ch 
thing s carefu lly and safely . 
(5) Be firm, ev en to indu lg ing in 
old-fashioned discipline if su ch ac­ 
tion is necessary .

McCarthy Expects To Get Ike"s Backing In Trade Deals 


WASHINGTON (B — Sen. M c 
e arthy (RWls) said today he is 
experting President Eisenhower 
to bark his dramatic move aim­ 
ed at reducing free world trade 
with Communist areas. 
McCarthy said he was “ amaz­ 
ed” bv 
angry 
accusations 
of 
Harold E. Stassen. mutual secur­ 
ity director, that the senator and 
his Senate investigations suhcom 
mittee were “ uniermining" this 
objective of U. S. foreign policy. 
Stassen. at a televised public 


hearing Monday, flung the accu­ 
sation in a broadside denuncia­ 
tion of Saturday’s announcement 
that 
McCarthy's 
subcommittee 
staff had negotiated agreements 
with Greek owners of 242 ships to 
carry no more cargoes to Red 
China, North Korea or from one 
Communist port to another. 
Vice President Nixon, to whom 
Eisenhower has assigned 
some 
trouble shooting assignments on 
Capitol Hill, g o e s to the White 
House today to attend a meeting 


of the National Security Council. 
A highly placed source, declin­ 
ing to he named, said Nixon has 
been briefed thoroughly on issues 
in the McCarthy-Stassen dispute, 
and would report to Eisenhower 
at hat time. The informant said 
the result may be a presidential 
derision in McCarthy’s favor, but 
not 
necessarily 
an 
immediate 
one. Poth Nixon and McCarthy 
declined to discuss it. 
Eisenhower told his news con­ 


ference last week he would not 
seek to interfere with McCarthy’s 
investigations as long as the sen­ 
ator sincerely believes he is do­ 
ing the right thing. 
Poth the White House and the 
State Department withheld com ­ 
ment. meanwhile, on McCarthy’s 
agreement with the Greek ship 
owners. The Constitution 
gives 
the president authority to con­ 
duct foreign policy moves, an as­ 
signment delegated in turn to the 
State Department. 


Stassen argued heatedly Mon- 
day that McCarthy and the sub­ 
committee had infringed on State 
Department duties in making the 
agreement. He

questioned its effectiveness. Mc­ 
Carthy, with equal heat, denied 
any interference, 
and 
he 
told 
Stassen: 
“ I wouldn't take your word for 
it." 
McCarthy added that 
Stassen 


was overlooking a big point, that 
the State Department can negoti­ 
ate with governments, but not 
with individuals. 
McCarthy insisted that “three 
young men" on his subcommittee 
staff had done what the State De­ 
partment had failed to 
do for 
years, first under Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson and now un­ 
der John Foster Dulles.

New Cabinet 
Post Given 
Easy Approval 
WASHINGTON 
(AP) — President 
Eisenhower’s first 
reorganization 
plan, to transform the Federal Se­ 
curity Agency into a Cabinet De­ 
partm ent of Health, Education and 
Welfare, has won easy congression­ 
al approval. 
The new departm ent, which will 
be the 10th of Cabinet rank, will 
become a reality IO days after tho 
president signs the 
resolution 
of 
approval on which the Senate vot­ 
ed Monday. 
There were IO Cabinet rank de­ 
partm ents previously, from 1913 the 
old Commerce and Labor Depart­ 
ment was divided, with a Cabinet 
rank secretary for each. In 1947, 
the Departments 
of 
Army 
and 
Navy were combined with the Air 
Force in a unified Defense Depart­ 
ment. 
Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, Texas 
Democrat who now heads FSA, is 
the president’s choice to be secre­ 
tary of the new department. She 
will be the first woman Cabinet 
m ember since Frances Perkins re­ 
signed as secretary of labor in 1945. 
Mrs. Hobby will get $22,500 a year 
as a Cabinet officer, a $5,000 raise. 
Her agency has 37.000 employes. 
The departm ent will have juris­ 
diction over social security includ­ 
ing all federally aided public 
as- 
sistance program s, health 
activi­ 
ties. 
education 
program s, 
chil­ 
dren’s program s and the Food and 
Drug Administration. 
Republicans in the Senate ack­

First Atomic 
Power Plant 
Now Working 
WASHINGTON < ^-T he world’s 
first knovwi version of an atomic 
power plant to propel a submarine 
has been placed in operation, the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
an ­ 
nounced today. 
The device-—a working model of 
one that eventually will power the 
Navy's atomic sub, the USS Nauti­ 
lus—was set in operation on dry 
land at the AEC’* testing station 
in Arco. Idaho. 
The AEC said the "prototype” 
power plant 4the landlocked 
v er­ 
sion of a seagoing type) has “ suc­ 
cessfully entered its first phase of 
operation” and will eventually 
be 
brought to “full power.” 
This wav the fir«t word that a t­ 
omic scientists had actually 
ach­ 
ieved power in a 
reactor of the 
type that is expected to allow a 
submarine to travel many thous­ 
ands of miles without refueling and 
to stay submerged for great lengths 
of time. 
The commission said the atomic 
power plant had entered a phase 
known as "criticality” —that is. the 
atomic fuel used in it 
has 
liven 
brought to a point w here it is sus­ 
taining a chain reaction and yield­ 
ing atomic energy that can he h a r­ 
nesses for propulsion of a 
sub­ 
marine.

Of Program For Progress 


Bob Adkins, new chairm an of the 
reorganized city zoning and plan­ 
ning commission, Tuesday outlined 
the policies held by the group in 
its vital role as spearhead for Cir* 
cleville’s expansion program. 
The commission has met sev­ 
eral times to discuss problems 
brought into focus by plans for 
% 
industrial, commercial and resi­ 
dential development here. 
In reference to the p I a n n I n g 
unit s general aims, Adkins said: 
“ The commission feels, 
as a 
X' hole, that a careful analysis of 
future 
or 
anticipated 
expansion 
first depends upon, more or less, a 
master plan of the following prob­ 
lematical situations which Circle­ 
ville will eventually face, sometime 
in the near future: 
• • • 
“ I. TMF. PROBLEM of recom 
mending to City Council certain 
land or lands when the owners re ­ 
quest annexation. 
“ 2. The problem of recom m end­ 
ing to City Council certain 
lands 
which would be geographically de­ 
sirable to bring into the corporate 
limits of the city. 
“ 3 
Engineering data to be ob­ 
tained and submitted to City Coun- 
. cd. relative to sanitary s e w e r , 
storm sewer and water extension 
facilities which could serve any an­ 
ticipated annexation of property. 
“ 4 Carefully planned zoning of 
annexed land or lands relative to 
commercial, industrial and residen­ 
tial growth. 
“ 5. A table of standards to be 
adopted for use in future subdivi­ 
sions relative to street, roadways, 
curbing and gutters, utility ease­ 
ments, ingress and e g r e s s to 
• adjoining 
properties, 
and 
other 
planning 
which relates 
to 
such 
work. 
“6. Sources of financing s u c h 
planning and development.’* 
Adkins made it clear the plan­ 
ning group is aware of the need 
for rapid action to capitalize on 
opiMirtunities faring the city. Ile 
warned, however, that in order to 
plan correctly and in a manner 
that will distribute benefits, his 
, group must guard against slip- 
stick speed. He said: 
“ It is believed everyone in the 
city, regardless of occupation, will 
benefit indirectly by a well-planned 
industrial, commercial and residen­ 
tial growth. And it is well known, 
also, that to plan adequately f o r 
this expansion, a great many fac­ 
tors will have to be considered and 
the solution of problems s o u g h t 
with the gren* 
‘ possible haste. 
V 
“ However, f L believed that too 
much haste would make waste and 
bad planning and, therefore, t h e 
commission desires to be upon sol­ 


id ground before any such reco m -' 
mendations are presented to City 
Council." 
• • 
• 
ADKINS MADE reference also to 
the urgent need of public coopera­ 
tion behind the commission, t h e 
members of which serve without 
pay. 
“ It is believed by the members 
of the planning commission that the 
future is bright for the city of Cir­ 
cleville,'’ he said, “ and that 
the 
public as a whole should cooperate 
in every way to pave the way for 
the city’s growth. The commission 
is willing to devote a great deal of 
! time and effort to this task, and it 
asks for the support of all of the 
citizens in doing this job.” 
The new commission chairman 
emphasized the important need of 
established lines between the city's 
spheres for industrial growth and 
those set aside for residential de­ 
velopment. 
In this regard he pointed out: 
“The commission realizes that 
an 
industrial 
and 
residential 
growth cannot come to a commu­ 
nity geographically in the same 
building area. This is not only 
undesirable from an industrial 
point of view, but highly undesir­ 
able also as a policy for residen­ 
tial development. 
“ Financial 
institutions 
many 
times will not loan capital to de­ 
velopers where the area fringes an 
industrial area It is therefore de­ 
sirous to have this hazard elimi­ 
nated by adequate zoning to pro­ 
tect developers of residential prop­ 
erties. It is believed that during 
the short time the zoning and plan­ 
ning commission has been active 
that the value and protection of

properties has hem enhanced be­ 
cause of its action.’* 
Adkins also reminded local resi­ 
dents the public’s attitude will be 
the guiding force behind accom­ 
plishments of the planning organ­ 
ization. 
• • • 
“IF THE CITIZENS of Circle 
Ville wish their city to grow and 
accept new standards of protection 
for 
their 
properties,** 
he 
said, 
“ then they should urge adequate 
planning to facilitate such growth. 
“ It is known 
by 
the planning 
commission that there are s o m e 
who frown upon building permits, 
certain 
zoning 
and 
restrictions. 
However, it is encouraging to know 
they are in the minority and that. 
by the attitude they hold, they are 
injuring only themselves. Such an 
attitude tends to create a problem 
which is detrimental not only to the 
interests of those who foster it but 
to everyone else who lives in Cir­ 
cleville. 
‘'The future of the city in t h # 
years to come will be placed in the 
hands of our children, so let them 
inherit something to be proud of 
and not a jumbled mass of mis­ 
takes caused by mistrust and sel­ 
fish interests!’

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LATIN IN HIGH SCHOOL 
ONE OF THE MOST distinct changes in 
higher education in this century has been 
the droppng of the classics as a requisite 
to college and university admission, and 
the tendency to offer fewer or no courses 
in Latin or Greek. 
So it was distinctly on the defensive that 
a group of teachers of the classics in New 
England schools, with some outside finan­ 
cial aid, questioned 94 college presidents, 
deans and executives as to their views of 
Latin as a secondary school subject, and 
published the results. From their stand­ 
point the inquiry paid high dividends. 
Ten of those questioned did not answer, 
eight were neutral or evasive, but 76 were 
unqualifiedly of the belief that a few' years 
of Latin were of great help in college and 
after life. 
The consensus was that Latin in high 
and preparatory school gives the college 
student a strong mental discipline through 
its declensions and conjugations, the effect 
of which is greater understanding and 
adeptness in the use of English. Such an 
opinion might have been expected from in­ 
stitutions that have liberal arts courses. 
But here is Dean Thomas of California 
Institute of Technology holding that “ Latin 
has a cultural value equal to or exceeding 
any other subject available to high school 
students.” It affords “ more facility and ac­ 
curacy in the use of English,” maintains 
/president Katharine McBride of Bryn 


* Mawr. 
If, as a Dartmouth survey finds, 85 per 
cent of English words are of Latin origin, 
a knowledge of Latin can greatly expand 
one’s vocabulary by mere recognition. Le­ 
gal, medical and scientific terminations 
are so largely Latin that they make its 
study important for those entering the pro­ 
fessions. Several college authorities assert­ 
ed that students who had a background of 
Latin made better progress than those 
without it. 
Evidently, therefore, the time is not yet 
to kiss Latin goodbye as a secondary 
school subject. There she still stands, sur­ 
passed, if at all, as a mental discipline 
only by her sister, mathematics. 


COSTLY LESSON 
PRICE CONTROLS have now come off 
the last of the list of consumer goods, and 
in only a few instances have prices risen 
slightly since removal of the economic 
strait-jacket—notably coffee, in the case of 
which American consumers are being tak­ 
en for a ride by the government of Brazil, 
which manipulates the supply and t h e 
price. 
It has been demonstrated that direct eco­ 
nomic controls are not a cure for galloping 


The Eisenhower Administration has not 
been in office long enough to have accom­ 
plished very much. Our people have be- 


\ 
come so accustomed to sensations, to 
emergencies, to Presidents who project 
their personalities in staccato excitation, 
that a quiter approach to public problems 
and the administration of the government 
gives the impression of inadequate per­ 
formance. 
Actually this Administration has been in 
office less than three months. It will take 
at least another three months to take over, j 
I recall discussing this very question with 
Homer Cummings, Roosevelt's first Attor­ 
ney General, late in 1933. At that time, 
Democrats were complaining that Repub­ 
licans were still in office and it looked very 
much as though no Democrats would be 
appointed. 
The slowness of the turnover is inevit­ 
able in our type of government. We do not, 
as in Great Britain, have responsible party 
government. Ours is a mixed system: the 
people place responsibility upon a political 
party, but object to what is called “ t h e 
spoils system .” Thus, even in positions on 
the policy-making level, where Party re­ 
sponsibility should be fixed, it is a slow' 
process to make the turnover. In fact, 
some of the positions have tenure fixed by 
law'. In Great Britain, men holding com­ 
parable positions would resign wherf t h e 
government changed. 
Nevertheless, General Eisenhower was 
elected on a platform and, during the cam ­ 
paign, he delivered a long series of ad­ 
dresses which constitute the promise of his 
party. In 1954, Republican Senators and 
Representatives will be elected and defeat­ 
ed partly on the keeping of the promises 
made in 1952. Three of the Republican 
Party’s most important Senators will run 
in 1954: Senators Bridges, Ferguson and 
Mundt. They w'ill be strengthened by a d e -1 
quate performance; they can be defeated 
by a failure to cut taxes. 
In essence, the Republican campaign of 
1952 was projected on the lines: 
1. That the Korean War was being fought 
improperly and to no purpose: 
2. That many rn government were cor­ 
rupt; 
3. That subversives, particularly C o m ­ 
munists, had not only infiltrated the Gov­ 
ernment but all phases of American life; 


4. That the Administrations of Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Truman had been extrava­ 
gant, careless of the people’s money; that 
the expenditures of government were too 
great and wasteful, and that taxes could 
be cut. On numerous occasions, General 
Eisenhower said that taxes could be cut; 
5. That the Marshall-Acheson conduct of 
the State Department was outrageous,and 
had resulted in significant defeats for the 
United States, and that the Acheson crow'd 
must be cleaned out of the Government be­ 
cause it consisted of wrong people, both 
morally and ideologically. 
This is what the Republicans said not 
only during the campaign but throughout 
their opposition to President Truman. Re­ 
publican statem ents on these subjects have 
been vehement.

was costing Russia and China. Rus­ 
sia supplied equipment to the Chi­ 
nese who did the dying. 
But the more Russia's material 
wealth was squandered on the bat­ 
tlefield. the Ie"’* it had for its own 
arm am ent or civilian needs. But 
Malenkov is new and. so far as 
the Russian people are concerned, 
untested 
It's to his interest to win the 
good will and confidence of the 
Russians. If he could bring peace 
where Stalin couldn’t or wouldn't 
Malenkni at one stroke might feel 
it made him «eem wiser or, at 
least, bettcr-intentionod 
He also has some problems: es­ 
tablishing firm control at home 
and keeping the satellites in line. 
He wants no more Titos. He be­ 
gan making cooing peace sounds 
from the moment Stalin died 
No. 2. Mao T ie tung has had 
almost no peace since Chiang Kai- 
shek broke with him and the other 
Communists in 1927, and especially 
since World War II and his own 
war on Chiang. 
Korea has been a training ground 
for his soldiers, but they have died 
there in bunches. Mao may desire 
peace, if only temporarily, to re­ 
build China as he could not while 
China's energies were absorbed by 
war. 
And Russia has probably been 
selling Mao military supplies, not 
giving them away. Another drain. 
No. 3 Korea in 1950 may have 
looked to the Communists like a 
simple pushover, preliminary to 
taking over the rest of the Asian 
mainland. 
They 
probably 
never 
dreamed the U. S. would react as 
it did, nor that it would doggedly 
stay in Korea in support of a prin­ 
ciple. 
Worse, 
from 
the Communists* 
standpoint, they probably did not 
figure the Korean outbreak would 
bring active United Nations sup­ 
port and would prod the Western 
Allies into closer military alliance. 
That alliance has grown visibly 
In the rearmament of Europe. It 
has moved toward formation of a 
•ingle European army, although the 
idea has not yet been fully ap­ 
proved. Sudden peace might slow’ 
dow’n the whole Western arms pro­ 
gram. 
In addition, the Communists have 
looked hungrily for economic col­ 
lapse in the West. They may be­ 
lieve that rearmament slowdown
